"111 fated Donner party" of "Martyr 
Pioneers." My father, James F. Heed 
was the originator of the party, and he 
Donner brothers, George and Jacob, T. ho 
lived just a little way out of Springile ;1 
decided to join him. 


All the previous winter we were prepar- 


ing for the journey—and right here let me 
gay that we suffered vastly more from fear 
of the Indians before starting than we (".it 
on the plains, at least this was my case. In 
the long winter evenings Grandma Keyes 
used to tell me Indian stories. She had an 
aunt who had been taken prisoner by the 
savages in the early settlement, of Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky, and had remained a 
captive in their hands five years before she 
made her escape.

How Colton Cargoes .Catch Fire. 


A source of fire is in the manner oj 


handling cotton in this port. It comes 
here chiefly ia the coasting steamers from 
Galveston, Kew Orleans, Savannah, Nor- 
folk and Richmond. The coasters dis- 
charge it on their piers or to the decks oi 
lighters direct. It is all eventually sent by 
lighters to the steamer that is to carry it 
to Europe. 
Some companies carefully 


cover the cotton -with a tarpaulin and 
some do not. It is not an uncommon 
thing, as people on the water front know, 
to see a tug puffing out sparks over an un- 
protected lighter load of cotton, nor is it 
uncommon to see a lighter load of cotton 
on fire. 


But sparks very often drop into the loose 


cotton, which any one can seo on the bal 
of cottou about the piers, and smolder 
there to create a flame only when the ship 
has left the port. Sparks from the dummy 
engines on the decks of the transatlantic 
steamers b:ive been known to set fire to 
cotton bales in like manner,—Xew York 
Sun. 


Chickens Plotted by Electricity.

THE WRECK. 


Particulars About the Erteot of the Dam. 


•(«-Clearing the Track. 


A great many people visited the wreck 


on the Illinois Central just beyond thi. 
bridge yesterday. It was worth going ti 
see. Ooe does not often see two engine1- 
driven together as those two were. The P. 
D. & E. engine seemed driven into tbf 
other engine. Both remained on the track, 
too closely united to fall apart or get away 
from the rails. The running gear of the 
P. D. &E. engine was knocked off com- 
pletely, while the boiler lay up on tut 
Central engine boiler. The tender of the 
p. D. & E. engine went clear over the 
boiler, and rested on the front ends of th<- 
two boilers. There was no sign of the P. D.& 
E. cab, and all that was left of the Central 
engine cab was the roof. The Central ten- 
der was on top of a fiat car. 


About 10 loaded cars were wrecked. 


They were loaded with corn, lumber, flour, 
highwines, and coal. Two car loads of 
corn could not be picked np. Wagons were 
engaged by the railroad company yesterday 
to haul the highwines, barrels of flour and 
lumber to the junction, where it could be 
loaded on the care. A great many tramps 
and Decatur bums gathered around the 
highwines, and succeeded in getting drunk 
enough to suit even themselves. 


Trainmaster Reed, of tbe Central, and 


Superintendent Starbuck, of the P. D. & 
E. were on the ground yesterday clearing 
up the wreck. The tailing cars broke flvp 
telegraph wires. Trainmaster Reed made 
a connection, attached an instrument, and 
sent orders from tbe scene of the accident. 


The track was cleared about 12:30, and 


trains began to pass. The work might 
have been completed sooner, had not the 
wrecking car been upset when lifting a flat 
car. 
Many 
of 
the 
damaged 


cars still lie on the ground. It will be two 
or three days before it can be picked np. 


The P. D. & E morning passenger trains 


waited till the wreck was cleared away. 
The Illinois Central trains went aronnd by 
way of Mattoon and Champaign. That 
was what made the mails and Chicago 
papers late. 


The loss is variously estimated, but 


815,000 does not seem to be too large a 
figure. 


Tbe responsibility for the wreck has not 


yet been axed. It Is geneially understood 
that the P. D. & E. will be held responsible. 
The trainmen of that road have been pulled 
off for an investigation. Other trainmen 
think the crew will be fired. They ran out 
of Decatur without: authority. If it can be 
shown that the P. U. & E. Is responsible 
that road will have to stand all the expense 
of the wreck._
